Which adorm the soul and ft it for the 
tkies; ¥nan's” applause better than God’s 
approval ; present good better than future 
Such are some of the 
sriful dodges by which Satan transforms 
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feet. He knows all the weak points of 
human nature, and by long practice has 
become a finished expert in the art of 
tempting man. ‘ 

This great foe of God and man has also 
a trick of spiritually incarnating himself 
in other subordinate agencies and instru- 
mentalities, using men and institutions as 
the means of serving his own purposes. 
The family, the state, even the church, 
and indeed all the forms of social organ- 
ism, may be so penetrated by the power 
and spirit of the Evil Oze as to become 
very efficient servitors in the cause of the 
Devil. A corrupt public opimion, that 
frowns on virtue and patronizes vice; 
social usages and customs that are rooted 
in sin, being alike contrary to the law of 
God and hostile to the best interests of 
man; the false and immoral maxims and 
practices’ of trade; tyrannical govern- 
ments enacting laws against justice; 
party-politics divorced from all sense of 
right; the necessities of life used as a plea 
for worldly selfishness—these, and the 
like channels of transmitting evil influ- 
ence from one mind to another, may all 
be employed by the Prince of Darkness in 
carrying forward his conquest and ruin of 
souls. His “wiles” are many; and it is 
not probable that he leaves anything un- 
tried that can be made tributary to his 
own triumph. 

4. I find in the Bible the proper weap- 
ons and the requisite instruction for 
“fighting the Devil’’ The weapons, 
whether of defense or attack, do not con- 
sist in material forces—in powder and ball, 
gibbets and crosses, persecutions and bod- 
ily inflictions, the bulls of popes, the de- 
crees of councils, state-craft, or king- 
eraft, or any of the crafts that depend on 
physical power. The warfare is spiritual, 
being wholly a contest of mind with | 
mind; and hence the weapons must be 
spiritual. Paul says distinctly that “the 
weapons of our warfare are not carnal, 
but mighty through God to the pulling 
down of strongholds.” “ We wrestle not 
against flesh and blood ; but against prin- 
cipalities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world against 
spiritual wickedness in high places.” 

Such being the nature of the contest, the 
apostle says: “Put on the whole ar- 
mor of God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the Devil.” “ Stand, 
therefore, having your loins girt about 
with truth, and having on the breastplate 
of righteousness ; and your feet shod with 
the preparation of the Gospel of peace: 
above all, taking the shield of faith, whéere- 
with ye shall beable to quench all the flery 
darts of the wicked; and take the helmet 
of salvation, and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the Word of God; praying always 
with aH prayer and supplieation in the 
Spirit, and watching thereunto with ‘all 
perseversnce and supplication.” Here is 
the armor for fighting the Devil, being, 
wholly supplied from the arsenal of God; 
and here is the method of using it. We 
want no other. Using this armor, the bold 
and heroic Christian will be more than a 
match for Satan, Strong in God, strong 
in his truth, strong in the spiritend power 
of prayer, strong in action, shooting whole 
volleys of the truth, making all his bayo- 
net charges with the truth, be will in the: 
end compel the Deyit to beat a retreat and 
leave him master: of the field. Face. the 
Devil,and the work.is always half done, 
Turn your baeks to him, and the day 
is certainly lost. Attempt a,compromise 
with him, and he will be sure to. outwit 
you. Resist him,and he will. flee from 
you. 
But is not all this mere fancy-work? 
Not.at all, The Bible being true, nothing 
is more real than “ the wiles of the Devil” 
andthe necessity of resisting him. Both 
are prodigious facts in this world. There 
are two, and but. two, great moral forces 
or kingdoms operating on earth: the one 
that of Jesus Christ, who is the Captain of 
our Salvation; and the other that of the 
Devil, who is the Prince. of Darkness, 
There are two armies arrayed against each 
other—the army of the Lord, and the army 
of the Devil: Life is a battle-scene, and 
earth the battle-ground. Fight we must, 
either as soldiers in the army of the Lord, 
or as soldiers in the army of the Devil. 
This-is sober and startling fact, and not

IGNORANCE and Knowledge, when predi- 
eated of the masses, are comparative. 
Every rational being has some knowledge ; 
no one has all; few have enough. He 
who from year to year attends, through a 
good part of election-day, the ‘poll of his 
district, may well stand appalled at the 
aggregate of ignorance and vice which 
enters into the composition of that popular 
verdict which should always be rendered 
under the guidance of Intelligence and 
Virtue. If there ever was a time when 
the general well-being of this people was 
but slenderly, remotely affected by politi- 


not soon to return. Reconstruction, 
Finanée, Currency, Debt, Taxation, etc., 
come home to the fireside and the table of 
rich and poor alike ; taxes—national, state, 
local—swaliow up a fifth, if not a fourth, of 
the gains of Capital, the earnings of Labor ; 
and the naturally testive temper of the 
people, thus heavily burdened, proffers 
rare incitements to financial quackery and 
villainy. Thé Two Thousand Five Hun- 
dred Millions of National Debt, supple- 
mented by at least Five Hundred Millions 
of state and local debts, form an aggregate 
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apt to lend an open ear to the demagogue 
who proposes to rid him of the load by 
means which he pronounces thoroughly 
consistent with public faith and personal 
honor. 

Those whom the National Debt over- 
threw, ofcourse, hate that debt. It repre- 
sents the men and means to which the Re- 
bellion was forced to succumb. They 
cannot be expected to kiss with affection 
the rod that smote them. To “be hung 
and pay forty shillings” used to be pro- 
verbial for severity of punishment: to be 
put down by the strong arm, and taxed to 
defray thie cost of the discipline, may be 
ever 80 just and wholesome, but its sub- 
jects will naturally be among’ the last to 
see and confess it. 

So with Reconstraction . "Phat 
the recognition and establishment of the 
Right of Suffrage as justly and necessarily 
inhering in Blacks as well as Whites, is 
indispensable to any true and lasting res- 
toration of the National authority in the 
States lately in revolt,is as clearas any 
proposition in Mathematics. Slavery was 
the core .of the Rebellion; and whoever 
this day believes that Blacks have no 
rights whieh Whites are bound to reapect, 
is-at heart a Rebel, whatever his flag or 
uniform. The Rebellion had no mean- 
ing, no purpose, no excuse, but just this, 
Men fought on each side in our late strug- 
gle who properly belonged on the other 
(and this is the case in all civil wars); but 
the Rebellion meant exactly that Slavery 
is everywhere and always the rightful, be- 
neficent relation of the Biack to the White 
race, and its maintenance a legitimate, im- 
portant function of government, He who 
believed this was at heart with the Rebel- 
lion, though he lived in Vermont or was & 
general in the Union army; he who held 
the contrary may have served gallantly in 
the Confederate forces; yet he God 
to-day (if capable of reasoning) that those 
forces were defeated. And whoever is to- 
day struggling to keep down the Blacks, 
to deny their Right of Suffrage, and ex- 
chide them from all consideration or 
power, must feel that the late Confederacy 
was mainly intent on doing his work, and 
be moved to drop a tear to the memory of 
Stonewall Jackson. 

A great majority of the people desire 
righteous and just government; yet many 
often vote as though they did not. They 
virtually go to the polls blindfold, and 
vote away their own and their country’s 
well-being, because they are badly in- 
formed. They mean to be good citizens, 
but their ignorance prevents. And that 
ignorance is culpable in so far as the 
means of dispelling it are provided and 
accessible. There is not one voter in the 
United States whe ought not regularly to 
take st least one newspaper; for even 
those who cannot read should qualily 
themselves to vote by each having a wife, 
child, or neighbor, read aloud in his hear- 
ing. When a decent weekly can be had 
through a year for the price of a summer- 
day’s work, no voter can be justified id 
dotag without one.

to his soul. When all Italy—the especial 
and peculiar domain of Catholicism— 
hates the Pope with perfect hatred, and is 
only withheld by foreign bayonets from 
laying hands upon him—or at least upon 
his patrimony—we may be durethat much; 
Yitue has gone out of the bands that 
once held the keys of heaven and hell. 
Then Austria, the most catholic of the 
Catholic powers, has had to yield to the 
force of ideas. She attempted a few years 
ago to strengthen the hands of the Church 
by a new Concordat—indeed, to. give her 
new life by infusing into her veins the very 
life-blood of the empire. The entire edu- 
cation, public and private, was given over 
into the hands of the priests. The bish-
